Powell Threatened, May Ask For Bodyguard 

Because he is personally responsible for blocking 
the passage of three major administration bills in 
Congress, Rep. Adam Clayton Powell charged in 
Washington that “unidentified hoodlums’” have 
threatened his life and that he may be forced to ask 
for bodyguards, JET learned exclusively. 

By refusing to withdraw his non-segregation 
amendments on the school construction, public hous- 
ing and military reserve legislations, the colorful 
Harlem Congressman has bottled up the three multi- 
million-dollar bills in the House despite the efforts 
of President Eisenhower and party leaders. As a re- 
sult, Powell revealed that he has received threats in 
lettecs and anonymous telephone calls to his office. 

Calling his one-man integration campaign “the 
roughest experience of my life,” Powell disclosed 
that one letter writer warned him that it didn’t mean 
anything “to kill a nigger. . . . I’ve killed them before 
and I will kill them again.” Another accused Powell 
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of being “a roadblock to national security” and that “the 
best thing was to get rid of you, one way or the other.” 

For weeks, Powell said, his wife, jazz pianist Hazel Scott, 
has urged him to get bodyguards “during these critical 
times.” However, he pointed out that of the more than 
4,000 letters which have avalanched into his office, the 
vast majority of writers, many of whom live in the South, 
laud his fight against segregation.

The U. S. Negro population has increased every 
census period since 1790 but “not as rapidly as the 
white population,” University of Kentucky sociolo- 
gist A. Lee Coleman reported in Lexington. Noting 
that the. ratio of Negroes to whites is decreasing 
in every southern state, Coleman reported that 
“practically no Negroes live in some counties in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia, North Carolina, Ar- 
kansas, Texas, and Virginia.” 








Negroes Move In D. C. Building; Russians Move Out 

After an 18-unit Washington, D. C. apartment house 
was opened to Negroes, several families of Russian Em- 
bassy officials, who had lived in the building for ten years, 
moved out. Five white American families refused to leave. 
Questioned as to why the Soviets moved when “oppressed 
Negroes” became tenants, an embassy official explained: 
“The people moved out because they went to the country 
to escape the heat.” 


Chicago Hotelman, Wife Pay $100,855 Back Tax 

Chicago hotel and restaurant owner Charles Bolden Sr. 
and his wife, Isabel, paid in full a government income tax 
claim of $100,855. Internal Revenue officials said the sum 
represented a deficiency tax of $71,120 for the years from 
1949-51 plus interest and penalties. 


Sidney Williams To Leave Chicago Urban League 

Sidney Williams, 45-year-old executive secretary of the 
Chicago Urban League, indicated that he would resign the 
$7,500-a-year post in the face of a recently released na- 
tional office. report which recommended his ouster and 
called for a reorganization of the branch. Named to the 
post eight years ago, Williams, a former Cleveland and 
St. Louis League official, declined to comment on the re- 
port which stemmed from a survey made of the branch’s 
activities. The branch board will meet July 15 to consider 
the report.

The only white South Carolina leader , 
who has dared to advocate mixed public 
schools is a 46-year-old ex-FBI agent, 
John Bolt Culbertson, a prominent Green- 
ville lawyer and a former state legislator. 
As the sole white member of the South 
Carolina NAACP, Culbertson last year en- 
rolled more than 3,000 members in the 
organization—the highest total of any om ore 
NAACP member—and made more than Culbertson 
40 speeches throughout the state on civil rights. } 
Described by daily newspapers as the first white man 
in South Carolina to champion the Negro cause since : 
Reconstruction and labeled by white supremacists as “the 
guy stirring up niggers,” Culbertson has resisted a boy- 
cott against his $20,000-a-year law business and has turned 
down numerous demands that he quit the civil rights 
fight.

Queried on his NAACP activity, Culbertson says: “If 
you believe in something, admit it, a man ought to be 
brave enough to live up to his convictions. A lot of South 
Carolina people know their attitude is wrong but they 
haven’t the moral courage to do anything. They’re afraid 
of censure from neighbors and of losing their jobs.” 

Daily exposed to intimidation, Culbertson was recently 
phoned and warned by “an anonymous rebel” that “I'll 
blow your guts out. You’re not decent enough to have a 
white wife.” Cuibertson refuses to maintain a Jim Crow 
office waiting room and once hired a Negro stenographer 
—an unprecedented action. However, conditions became 
so intolerable that the Negro woman later quit. 

“Life is not worth being a hypocrite,” says Culbertson. 
“A lot of people solve the dilemma by going off to do 
good in New York or Africa. But if you try to face the 
problem in South Carolina, you’re ostracized.” 
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Diggs Asks Gas Boycott In 5 Dixie States 

Detroit Congressman Charles Diggs Jr. urged Negroes in 
five southern states to launch a boycott of the Standard 
Oil Co. in protest to the beating of a schoolteacher who 
used a white rest room at one of the firm’s stations in Mis- 
sissippi. Asking the boycott in Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
Kentucky and Mississippi, Diggs charged that the com- 
pany’s officers refused to abolish Jim Crow facilities in the 
region following the beating of Miss Dola Walker. 


White Boys Refuse To Attend Segregated Dance 
When delegates to Maryland’s American Legion-spon- 
sored Boys’ State at Annapolis received an invitation to a 
dance given by nearby Girls’ State, they voted unanimously 
to turn it down. Reason: the invitation specified that 
seven Negroes in the boys’ group would not be allowed to 
dance. Later, the girls’ advisors changed their minds, in- 
vited the Negro boys to attend the dance with Negro girls.

July 10, 1948—Rev. Percy John Jones, Assistant 
Bishop of Sierre Leone, became the first Negro bishop 
ever consecrated at Canterbury Cathedral. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury installed Jones at the 
famous British cathedral. 

July 13, 1863—Mob violence broke out in Troy, N. Y., 
New York City and Boston as whites protested con- 
scription laws, which they felt would force them to 
fight for Negroes. During the four-day-long New 
York Draft Riot scores of Negroes were beaten and 
killed, a million dollars 
worth of property damaged. 


July 13, 1946—Fletcher Mar- 
tin, city editor of the Louis- 
ville (Ky.) Defender, became 
the first Negro newsman 
to be awarded a Nieman 
Fellowship, which allows a 
year’s study at Harvard Uni- 
versity and a cash award 
equal to a year’s salary.

Oluwa bought 
the ticket from Nigerian vendor Alimi Balogun. The win- 
ning horse was named Chantilly. 


Jamaican Prep Schools Bar 5-Year-Old Negro 

The five-year-old son of a West African dental surgeon 
was barred from three Jamaican prep schools because of 
his color. The youth, Francis Dove, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. H. Dove, was enrolled in Newlands School several weeks 
ago, but before he began attending, a letter from the 
school headmaster said he could not be accepted because 
parents at another school had withdrawn their children 
when a Negro attended. Two other schools also turned 
down the youth 


British Again Block Seretse’s Return To Africa 

In London, the British government reaffirmed its re- 
fusal to permit exiled Seretse Khama’s return to Bechu- 
analand, where he was former chief designate of the 
Bamangwato Tribe. Seretse was exiled to England in 
1950 after his marriage to a white woman. A government 
spokesman said, “This decision is final and the govern- 
ment is not prepared to depart from it.” 





Worker Finds Huge Diamond In 8S. Africa Mine 

A diamond weighing 572’ carats and measuring 
one inch in depth, two inches in length and nearly 
two inches in width, was found by a native miner 
in Kimberley, South Africa, and was described as 
the third largest diamond ever found. However, 
a spokesman for the de Beers Consolidated Mines 
Co., owners of the stone, termed it “rather disap- 
pointing.” Said he: “. .. The color is not good and 
there are a number of cracks, and the quality there- 
fore is not of high standard.” 
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Kills White ‘Wife’ He Caught In Bed With Pal 

After he allegedly found them together in bed in his 
fashionable Los Angeles home, a 36-year-old glass worker 
shot and killed his attractive, white, common-law wife 
and criticaHy wounded a Negro friend. Police said the 
double shooting climaxed an evening of heavy drinking 
during which Daniel Johnson, his wife, Ramona Martz, 
and a friend, Hillary Robertson, visited several clubs. 
Later, at home, Johnson said he fell asleep on a down- 
stairs couch but woke about 5:30 a.m. to discover Robert- 
son and his wife in an upstairs bedroom. 


Bachelor Jailed For Fraud Tales Of ‘Wife’s’ Death 

In Baton Rouge, La., a 47-year-old bachelor who de- 
frauded fellow workers out of $19 during the “death” of 
his “wife and two children” was jailed for six months. 
Willie Jackson began his “con” game in March when he 
told co-workers 1) his wife was ill in New Orleans, 2) she 
died, 3) one of his children died, 4) his last child died. 
Each time the hat was passed for Willie. Eventually, how- 
ever, Jackson’s co-workers learned that he was not only 
childless all the time, but was not even married.

Order Negro To Support His White Child In N. C. 

A Negro husband of a French girl he married and then 
abandoned while in France, must help support their child, 
a Durham, N. C., judge decreed. G. Preston Johnson, 
charged with non-support and abandonment, admitted he 
is the father of Claudette Coulon’s child but denied he 
married her. She followed him to the U. S. two years ago 
and eventually went to Durham, where she lives in the 
Negro section of the city. 


Detroiter Nabbed For ‘Unnatural’ Rape 

In Detroit, a 44-year-old woman claimed she was 
robbed of $28 and raped in an “unnatural” manner in the 
basement of a cleaning and dyeing shop where she 
worked. Police said 26-year-old Ira Ernest Brown, ar- 
rested after a chase, admitted the crime. The woman 
said he entered the shop and after asking about a job, 
drew a knife, marched her to the basement where she 
said he forced her to submit to an act of oral perversion.

Michigan Non-Support Law Entangles Tenn. Man 

In Memphis, 46-year-old Lee Andrew Stewart faced ex- 
tradition to Michigan, where he has never been, to face 
charges of failing to support the seven children of his 
first marriage. Married a second time and father of an- 
other child, Stewart’s first wife moved to Michigan several 
years ago after they were divorced. Six weeks ago she 
obtained a warrant charging him with failing to support 
their children. Under the reciprocal non-support law, er- 
rant fathers can be extradited. Stewart earns $49 a week. 


Stepfather Held For Murder Of 19-Month-Old Baby 

A 36-year-old Nashville, Tenn., man, Jimmy Allen, whose 
19-month-old stepdaughter died after swallowing two bul- 
lets and “part of a razor blade,” was charged with murder. 
The child’s death spurred an investigation of three other 
“mysterious” deaths in the family of the unemployed, 
twice-married interior decorator who used the alias of 
Robert Allen. An investigator reported that the death of 
Allen’s first wife and three children involves life insurance 
policies totaling more than $13,000.

Despite members’ protests that Atlanta is a “segregated 
city” and “unacceptable” as a meeting place, the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science announced 
that the organization’s 1955 meeting will be held there 
in December as scheduled. The AAAS’s 500-member an- 
thropology section, which is headed by Dr. Montague Cobb, 
a Howard University prof and an association vice-presi- 
dent, decided not to hold sessions in Atlanta.

Ist Negro Librarian Wins $500 Grolier Award 

Mrs. Charlemae Rollins, children’s li- 
brarian at Chicago’s famed Hall Branch 
Library for 24 years, was awarded the 
$500 Grolier Award at the annual con- 
vention of the American Library Associa- 
tion in Philadelphia and became the first 
Negro ever to be so honored. Wife of a 
retired government meat inspector, Mrs. 
Rollins was cited for conducting a one- 
woman campaign against the use of Ne- Mrs. Rollins 
gro stereotypes in books. 


Phila. Negro’s $1 Million Fortune To Go To Orphans 

Some 53 years after the death of Negro millionaire Col. 
John McKee, Philadelphia’s Orphans Court cleared the 
way to carry out the terms of his will which calls for edu- 
cating an equal number of poor Negro and white boys for 
service in the U. S. Navy. The late Col. McKee, a Civil 
War veteran who earned a fortune in the restaurant busi- 
ness before his death in 1902, requested in his will that 
his $1,023,522 estate be used to establish a “Junior An- 
napolis” following the death of his last child and grand- 
child. 


Hulbert Replaces Reddick As Atlanta U. Librarian 
James Hulbert, U. S. government librarian in Paris, 
France, was named chief librarian at Atlanta University, 
replacing Dr. Lawrence D. Reddick, who recently was 
ousted by President Rufus Clement. Hulbert, a former 
student at Atlanta University, once worked in the library.

School testified before a special School Board subcommit- 
tee on charges that the school district superintendent, 
Walter Buffington, had attempted to date women teachers

VIRGINIA REFUSES TO MIX PUPILS 

Gov. Thomas B. Stanley and the Virginia Board of 
Education announced that all state schools will con- 
tinue to be operated on a segregated basis during the 
1955-56 school year, thus evading the U. S. Supreme 
Court’s direct order to start integrating schools in 
Prince Edward County. But at Montgomery, U. S. 
District Judge Hobart Grooms ruled that the Uni- 
versity of Alabama must admit two women, Polly 
Ann Myers and Arthurine J. Lucy, who were not per- 
mitted to enroll in 1952 because they are Negroes. 
Meanwhile, both Kentucky and West Virginia an- 
nounced state schools for the blind now are inte- 
grated. The desegregation in other states: 
@ Oklahoma. The Hobart School Board voted to hire 
two new Negro teachers when schools are integrated 
in the fall. 
@ Louisiana. Hinting a possible attack on future 
bond issues by the Orleans (New Orleans) Parish 
Board unless school desegregation was put into ef- 
fect, NAACP attorney A. P. Tureaud asked the board 
to take “immediate and concrete steps” to end seg- 
regation. 
@ North Carolina. The NAACP petitioned the Raleigh 
School Board to appoint a committee to study the 
problems of school desegregation. 
@ South Carolina. Summerton School Superintend- 
ent L. B. McCord threatened to close the city’s three 
schools rather than obey the court edict. 
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N. Y. Girl Sails To Denmark For 2-Month Visit 
Kay Trent, a sophomore student at 
Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware, 
sailed to Denmark as one of 10 American 
college students selected to spend two 
months in that country under auspices of 
the Experiment in International Living. 
Miss Trent will live with a Danish family 
in Thisted during July, joining the other 
nine Americans in a tour of the country — 
in August. Miss Trent is the daughter of Kay Trent 
W. J. Trent, executive director of the United Negro College 
Fund. 


Ky. Prof Named To Catholic College Faculty 

Dr. Henry S. Wilson, 53, research associate in the bio- 
chemistry department of the University of Louisville 
Medical School, was named chemistry professor at Bellar- 
mine College in Louisville, and became the first Negro 
faculty member of the Catholic men’s school.

© On the surface the Jarmayne family of West Riding 
in Yorkshire appeared to be as cohesive as any other. 
Indeed, its members were warmly admired 
by friends and associates who frequently 
remarked at the warmth of their mutual 
devotion. 
@ Yet, to Christopher Jarmayne, young- 
est son of dictatorial Edward Etherton 
Jarmayne, all this was a magnificent 
facade, grossly, shockingly misleading. In 
# authoress Phyllis Bentley’s novel Noble 
Phyllis Bentley In Reason (MacMillan, $3.50) Christopher 
finds his family a source of shame, his home a “jungle of 
conflicting personalities” in which happiness could not 
abide. His father, impatient of temper, intolerant of petty 
failings, disdainful of all modes of thought that conflicted 
with his own, was to sensitive Christopher like a “lion 
whom one strove to evade, but in vain.” 
@ From childhood through young manhood, Christopher 
secretly hated his father, although he did not fully 
acknowledge the existence of this attitude even to him- 
self. It took what novelist Bentley describes as an “amaz- 
ing moment of illumination” to force him to look inwardly 
and observe not only his hatred, but the appalling simi- 
larity between himself and the man he scorned and feared. 
@ Thus, began a long quest for understanding of himself 
and his family which eventually brought Christopher a 
measure of contentment and a wealth of wisdom. 
@ Although the authoress has painted an unusually de- 
tailed picture of a man groping for comprehension of him- 
self and his environment, Noble In Reason somehow fails 
to be convincing. Jarmayne is simply too “noble in reason” 
to be human, which perhaps robs the book of some interest 
and appeal.—C.M.

The Old Man knows as well as anyone that up- 
from-the-bottom heroes often are carried along far too 
fast in their lush years and that, lacking proper advice, 
they’re liable to make mistakes. On the other hand, Uncle 
Sam wants all he can get. He has Joe pinned on the ropes, 
but he does not wish to smash him to the canvas.

They used to call him “Butterball” and then 
laugh like George Gobel fans. Jim Bradford was 
only 15 then, but his waist measured 47 inches, all 
because he insisted on eating five meals a day. Jim 
finally tired of all that laughter and, as he says now 
at 26, “I decided to improve myself.” 

Today, Jim Bradford stands six feet and weighs 
270 pounds, but his waist is only 37 inches. His is 
not what one would call a svelte figure, but nobody 
is calling him “Butterball” anymore, for now Jim 
is one of the world’s greatest weight lifters. A 
Howard University physical education student, Jim’s 
ambition is to become the first man to lift 1,100 
pounds by way of the press, snatch, and clean-and- 
jerk. The record is 1,070 pounds; Jim has lifted 
1,050. So, there are 50 pounds between him and ever- 
lasting fame. (Elementary, isn’t it, my dear Watson?) 

Despite his bulk, Bradford proves that all 

weight lifters aren’t muscle-bound behemoths, as 
is generally believed. “I have never seen a mus- 
cle-bound weight lifter,” claims Bradford, who 
dotes on fine physical condition. Fine physical 
condition, by the way, saved his life during the 
Korean War. An Army lieutenant, he was stand- 
ing on a cliff when a land mine exploded and 
blew him into outer space. When he landed, the 
only damage was a bruised shin. “If I hadn’t 
been in shape,” he says, “I would have been all 
broken up.” 

As was said a while back, nobody calls Bradford 
“Butterball” and laughs these days. But he still has 
problems because of his size and strength. “Every- 
body,” he says with a wry grin, “is always trying to 
get me to lift desks so they can sweep under them.”

THE FUTURE FOR 


When a well-meaning Los 
Angeles mother led her 
young Negro daughter off to 
ballet school in 1952, school 
Officials smiled politely but 
explained firmly that the 
ballet, introduced into the 
U. S. only as recently as 
1930, was a rare and classi- 
cal dance form to be exe- 
cuted by whites only. 

But the mother, deter- 
mined that her daughter 
should be as well-schooled in 
the fine arts as anyone, 
searched around until she 
found open-minded choreog- 
rapher Joseph Kirkard. Kir- 
kard soon formed the first 
Negro Classic Ballet Com- 
pany and flung open the 
door to a whole new phase 
of dancing careers for young 
Negro hopefuls. 

In the 13 years since, the 
dance once the private prop- 
erty of silver-spoon babies 
in pigtails and pink organdy 
has gotten its nose out of 
the air and come down off 


its toes to become required learning for every well- 
rounded member of the bluejeans brigade. The First 
Negro Classic Ballet has, since its founding, toured the 
country, and a brown-faced, elfin young woman named 
Janet Collins leaped starward to become a prima baller- 
ina with New York’s Metropolitan Opera Company.

NEGROES IN BALLET 


Responsible, perhaps, for the sudden upsurge of inter- 
est in ballet are the lavish movie musical and TV spec- 
taculars that demands precision dancing with a modern 
and provocative accent. 

Thus, aspiring young hopefuls 
like Lynne Thompson (see cover) 
of Atlanta, who has been studying 
dancing for 12 of her 15 years and 
practicing ballet for five, can look 
to the successes of Miss Collins 
and other ballerinas like pretty 
Jamie Bower, who danced with 
the famous Roland Petit group, 
before turning into a 
modern danseuse. 

But the road to bal- 
let success is long, 
torturous, and seldom 
leads to a pot of gold. 
A young dancer has 
small chance of land- 
ing a job as a profes- 
sional without ten 
years’ training behind 
her. Even then, her 
first job with a leading com- 
pany may pay only $65 to $75 
weekly and go no higher than 
$125. As an average, the success- 
ful veteran figurante can ex- 
pect to earn $90 to $100 weekly. 

Because of the long training 
period necessary, preparation 
for a ballet career can be dis- 
couragingly costly. The average 
ballet school charges $15 per

And beauteous ballerina Carmen DeLavallade, formerly 
with the Lester Horton Dance Group, made similar use 
of her ballet background to land a job in a top Broad- 
way musical, House Of Flowers. 





Today, ballet is beckoning more and more Negro danc- | 


ers. And for the truly talented, there is help. Outstand- 
ing students—like young Betty Nichols, who was sent to 
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the topflight Ameri- 
can School of Ballet, 
are often awarded 
scholarships. The 
New York High 
School of Perform- 
ing Arts, a public 
school, is free, and 
reports a mushroom- 
ing Negro enroll- 
ment as across the
